Union rebels 
launch new 


GCHQ body

A new union organization 
has been set up to represent 
workers at the Government 
Communications Headquarters 
who have refused to renounce 
their union membership in the 
wake of the Government's ban 
which came into effect 10 days 


ago. 

The body, called GCHQ 
Trade Uinions, has decided to 
hold regular Monday night 
mcetings in Cheltenham, the 
first of which was held last 
night. Union officials estimate 
that about 200 of the 7.000 
people employed at the secret 
bases have remained loyal to 
the union. 

A meeting in London at the 
weekend .formally established 
the new union grouping. which 
will. keep GCHQ employees 
informed of developments both 
in the Civil Service generally 
and in their own area. The six 
unions with members at GCHQ 
are confident that the Goverm- 
ment .will make no move to 
dismiss those workers who wish 
to retain union membership.

An inquest into the death of 
James Davey was told yesterday 
that shortly before being taken 
unconscious to hospital be had 
been [ying on the floor outside a 
police cell, tied and handcuffed.

The most depressing science 
lesson was also in Birmingham 
~ at Primrose Hill School, a 
comprehensive in King's

and 14-year-olds were learning 
about electrolysis as parl of 
chemistry. The teacher dernon-

Science was taught at White 
mere primary school in Gate 
shead. On the day of my visit 
the top class of 10 and 1l-year« 
olds. was in rhe gymnasium 
acting different planets in the 
solar system and spinning 
round one another. 

As with primary mathemai- 
ics. the most interesting pri- 
mary science was at Yardley 
junior school, in Birmingham 
where a young teacher, Mrs 
Styles, showed how much could 
be done with the minimum of 
equipment. A first year class of 
seven and cight-year-olds was 
conducting experinents on the 
surface skin of water. ت‎ 

The group of 30 was divided 
up around five tabies on which 
were plastic-coated cards which 
gave instructions and provided 
questions. Each child had a 
clipboard on which to answer 
questioas or each experiment. 
They were expected to move 
from one table to another doing 


amid a blaze of bunsen burners. 
the quick ones gol their results 
and began to write them up. No 
onc was given any help or told 
what the results would be. 

At Heworth Grange, the lçss 
academic comprehensive in 
Gateshead. whose catchment 
area is a broader social mix, the 
chemistry lesson was more 
conventional with a Ler use 
of the blackboard. Cc experi- 
ment was explained orally and 
the class copied it down. 

The class of 13 and 14-year- 
olds consisted of a group of very 
keen boys. a group of keen girls 
and a third group of girls who 
appeared ls terested “Now 
you have done very well 
indeed.” the teacher said. 
“Some of the boys have almost 
finished, some at the girls have 
hardly started.” They giggled. 

Heworth Grange runs a 
brand new technology course. A 
group of nine pupils was 
making electronic circuits 
which would operate -as egg- 
mers with a flashing light and 
a bleep.

Mrs Ursala Morson, a West 
German, and her 18-month- 
old-son, were receiving medical 
attention in Addis Ababa 
yesterday after bemg freed by 
southern Sudanese rebels who 
held therm hostage for a month. 

Serious concern had been felt 
for Nîrs Morson. who fs more 
than eight months nt, 
but she was stated to be in good 
health. 

Her husband, Gwynne, a 
Kenyan, is still beld by the 
rebels, alonıg with a British 
technician, Mir lan Bain, and 
rwo French engineers. 

They were all captured when 
guerrillas of the Sudan Peop- 
les Liberation Miovement at- 
tacked the camp of the French 
company building the Jonglei 
Canal on the Nile 

The guerrillas, who had been 
pressed to free Mirs Morson 
and her son, sent a message to 
the Ethiopian authorities early 
this month to say she would be 
handed over to them, buf with 
the subsequent delay there 
were more fears for her safety. 

Reports said Mrs Morson 
was carried on a stretcher 
across the border into Ethiopia 
near Gambela. She was flown 
to Addis Ababa, and immedi- 
ately admitted to hospital. 

The rebels who attacked the 
Jongleî Canal camp killed an 
Australian pilot. They accused 
the construction company, CCI, 
of assisting Sudanese military 
forces in the area.

The pressure comes from 
Mozambicans fleeing the 
drought which has killed 
between 40.000 and 200.000 
people — the estimales are so 
varied because of the inaccessi 
bility of the worst affected areas 
— in the past six months. Just 
how many have survived the 
arduous Journey to the Zim- 
babwe frontier is another 
educated guess. but informed 
sources believe about 100.000 
have crosscd inlo Manicaland 
Province since August while 
another 50.000 are estimated in 
Mashonaland. 

This is just the tip of the 


iceberg. according 10 one 
official. “From what these 
people say there are many 


1housands more on their way. 
There is nothing left where they 
come from — no shops, no food 
and no help". he said. 

For \he refugees Zimbabwe is 
a land of plenty. Local peasants 
speak with awe of the Mozam- 
bicans’ abilily to survive on 
leaves and roots. Govermment 
drought relicf aid for ils own 
people is bcing shared with 
extraordinary generosity with 
the refugees. 

But relief allocations have 
not been increased and in some 
arcas have virtually ceased. The 
burden of feeding the refugees is 
falling on local people. farmers 
and. to a lesser extent, volun- 
lary agencies. There is con- 
fusion over what he Govern- 
ment intends 10 do with the 
refugces. 

Because of the drought 
Zimbabwe is facing an enor 
mous food deficit for the 
indigenous population. On 
present calculauions, even with 
pledges of aid by Britain and the 
United Slates, this year’s har- 
vest will run out in November 
five months before the nexl 
crop slarls coming in. When 
rivers al present flooded in 
Mozambique subside the cex- 
odus of emaciated peasants will 
resume. The prognosis is 
catasprophe. 

The refugecs have harrowing 
tales of their journey. of women 
weakened by hunger having 
strenglh to carry only one child 
and" having to choose which to 
leave behing, of villages along 
ihe way where everyone Was 
dead. 

One of the old ceascfire 
assembly points from the 
querrilla war has been turned 
inlo a camp which is filled to 
capacity with about 24.000.

@ Capital taxes. The thresholds and 
bands for capital transfer lax have, 
since. 1982, always been raised in line 
with inflation. That would mean 
raising the basic threshold from 
£60.000 to £63,000. The same applies 
1o capital gains tax, which would mean 
increasing ‘the exempt amounts for 
individuals by £300 to £5,600. 

@ Stamp duty. To encourage “wider 
share ownership", a pet government 
theme. the Chancellor may halve the 2 
per cent duty on share transactions (at 


a cost of £200m). Is he cutting stamp

@ Share options and profit-sharing 
schemes. Greater {ax relief on share 
aptions was part of the 1983 Budget, 
but did nol gct through before the 
election. Another held-over change of 
imporlance to companies is an im- 
provement in the tax 1ireatment of 
“dcep discounted bonds". 

© National Insurance Surcharge. 
Culiing the surcharge took up most of 
Sir Geoffrey Howe's spare cash as 
Chancellor. lt is industry"s main plea 
again this year.

The bottom Hine 


Back in the Budget mainstream, the 
new financial strategy will contain one 
most important figure — the public 
sector borrowing requirement (PSBR) 
for 1984-85. This is the bottom Jine of 
the Budget — equal, roughly speaking. 
to the difference between spending and 
taxation. And the Chancellor says the 
Budget is going to be “broadly neutral" 
— which means he is goiig to claw back 
about as much tax'as he gives away. 
Even so, the PSBR is expected to be 
a good deal less than his last published 
projection of about £8.000m = and he

It was nOt 
merely the preponderance of UŞ 
power which made it a North 
#tlantic Treaty. This British and 
Canadian role may have helped to 
fuel Bevin's deeply mistaken later 
suspicions of the purely European 
Coal and Steel Comunity. 

The still more crucial attribute of 
the new organization was however 
the preponderance within it of 
American power, In the late 1940s, 
il was: overwhelming: militarily, 
economically, monet- 
arîily. The mainland of western 
Europe had a great history, and 
maybe a future, but in the then 
present it was only just beginning to 
crawl up from a pit of poverty and 
ıucar-despair, and escape from being 
a strategic vacuum. Britain was 
different. We were the simulacrum 
of a great power, one of the 
victorious Big But our 
resources were grossly Over- 
stretched, and in reality our 
economy was almost as weak as that 
of France or Germany or Italy, 
without having the advantage of 
being so stripped down as almost 
having to start again. 

What was the history of the 
Alliance over its first decades? First, 
it contained the Soviet thrust t0 
western Europe. The position never 
again looked as menacing as it did in 
1947-48, with the communist parties 
in France and Italy almost poised 
for a takeover and Berlin beleagu- 
ered. Second, ft maintained the 
peace on the central front where the 
armies and influence of the super» 
powers were in immediate juxtapo- 
sition, 

Third, American leadership main- 
tained the broad loyalty of the other 
members, in spite of the strains of 
Suez and of Dulles’s brinkmanship 
in the 1950s, the US disaster in 
Vietnam in the late I1960s and early 
1970s, and then partly as a 
consequence, the collapse of the 
dollar-centredi Bretton Woods 
monetary system and the partial 
collapse of the dollar itself. 

Fourth, and fairly steadily, there 
also proceeded an eastwards skifl in 
the balance of power within the 
Alfiance. In every sphere, except 
that of nuclear strike-power, which 
itself became less important (but not 
less dangerous) as the Soviet Union

It now seems clear that Sergei 
Antonov. the Bulgarian, under arrest 
in Italy for more than a year, will 
havc 1o stand trial on charges of 
direct complicity in the plot to 
assassinate the Pope three years ago. 
A formal recommendation. to this 
effect by the Italian state prosecutor, 
Antonio Albano, is expected soon. 

His decision will be based on 
several thousand pages of evidence 
submitted by Judge Ilario Martella, 
whose two-year Investigation into 
tlhe case was completed last Decerm~- 
ber. A separate 1,000-page report by 
Judge Martella is expected to be 
released this week. 

The prosecutor's findings may 
come as a surprise after repeated 
press reports of Antonov’s immi 
nent release for lack of evidence. He 
has indeed been described widely as 
thc innocent victim of a frarae-up, 
after Turkish gunman Mehmet Ali 
Agca identified him as one of three 
| Bulgarian intelligence agents who 
had taken ar active part in the plot, 
The prevailing image of Agca in the 
weslcrn press has been that of a 
men1iallv unbalanced killer and 
pathological liar. 

While this version of the case has 
been favoured by Mr Antonov's 
lawyers all along, they have been 
overruled consistently by the Italian 
court. Four times since the arrest, on 
November 25. 1982, they have 
appealed for Antonov's release on 
the ground of insufficient evidence. 
The court has ruled each time that 
the evidence against him is suffi. 
ciently strong to warrant his 
continued detention. 

The fourth of these rulings was 
made on December 2! by Judge 
Martella, who was quoted by Italy’s 
slaic news agency. Ansa. as saying 
that he “could nol concede pro~ 
visional liberty t0 Mr Antonov 
because of the gravity of the charges 
against him".

While racial policies continue to 
underpin the economic and 
mistreatment of the majority of 
South Africans the need to treat 
South Africa as an outcast from the 
civilised world community remains 
overwhelming.

As the miners” strikes spread 
faleringly across the country 
yesterday. attention understand- 
abiy focused on the tactics of the 
National Union of Mineworkers, 
rather than the issue over which 
the strikes, had been called.

Th 
current brinkmanrship of the 
union executive in permitting 
militant areas to go on strike and 
10 picket other pits, while 
maintaining the democratic fa- 
cade of a free choice in ع‎ 
matter. has a compelling quali 

of suspense. Will that tactic set 
thrcatened miner against pros- 
perous secure miner, Or will it 
create an atmosphere in which 
solidarity can triumph over 
common sense? And if the 
miners’ traditional solidarity 
does triumph, will Mr Scargill 
then try to achieve what he has 
thrice failed to achieve before: a 
legitimate national strike en- 
dorsed by a secret ballot. as one 
weekend poll suggested he could 
now do?

Im the late seventies the 
Japanese Government directed 
its Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry {MITI) to 
make a study of the significance 
1o Japan of the coming Infor- 
mation Age. 

The study, or rather studies, 
led to a series of projects. of 
which the most important of all 
iS the Fifih Generation Con1- 
puter Project. 

The motives for engaging in 
the project, which calls for 
Japan to wrest compuler 1ech= 
nology leadership from the US, 
are complex and prımarily 
societal, rather than technical. 

Perceiving itself as a country 
without basic energy resources, 
an aging population, and a very 
inefficient dıstributıon and 

icultural sector, ihe men 
from MITI decided that the 
only way to secure a reasonable 
future for Japanese socicly was 
to make a 1echnological Jump. 
prıncipally in the computer 
field. Japan, inslcad of waiting, 
for technology to evolve. would 
instead precmMpt evolution and 
write rhe specification them- 
selves.

Where a third party was liable 
indemnify a { in respect û 
damages for which the defendant 
was lıabie to the plaintifl. the 
defendant wa§ş çntitled 10 recover its 
own casts of defending the action 
from the third partly on a common 
fund basıs. even though the action 
had been brought in {he Commer- 
cial Courl, providad that it had bccn 


so drained, and that the shop was so 
draıned, and that the shop was an 
integral part of that building. 

Accordingly, it was argued, the 
service was performed or the facility 
was provided in the exercise of the 
authority"s functions under section 
14 of the 1973 AcL However it 
could not be said that the shop was 
drained by a sewer. There was na 
waler coming Out ofiIL 

If Parliament had intended that 
there should be lıabilily where the 
hereditament, although no1 iself 
drained. formed parl of 2 building 
which was drained into a public 
sewer, it could and should have 
bcen so stalcd. Section 30 (14) (a) 
had no application. 


Under section 3XlXbKi) by 
virtue of subsection (IAXb) the 
authority contended 1ha Mr 
Rumble, being the person laible lo 
be rated in respect of the shop. had 
the uşe, for the benefit of the 
hereditament, of facilitics which 
drained to a sewer, because he had 
the bencfit of the drainage sysiem 
which collected water fron the roof 
over the building ın which his shop 
was situated and that discharged 
into a public sewer, 


ht might have been of benefit lû 
Mr Rumble that the water falling on 
the roof ovcr Ibe premises above 
him was cffectively drained away 
from the building, but that did not 
mean that he had the use of that 
drainagc syslemn. Ît was the owner or 
occupier of the hereditament which 
included the roof who used. that is. 
availed himself of that drainage 
sysiem, primarily for bis own 
benefit, but maybe indirectly for the 
benefit of olber occupants of ihe 


alc submissions as t0 their 
entitlement to charge Mr Rumble. 

Under section 30 (1) (al. hey 
submitted that lhe removal of 
surface water from the building by 
means of the public sewerage system 
constituted a service performed 
and/or facility provided for the 
occupiers of the building as a whole. 
lH was accordingly submitted that 
Mr Rumble was therefore liable i0 a 
charge under that provision. 

However, the words of section 30 
(l) (a) were essentially the same 
words as those contained in ihe 
original scction 30 {1}. namely that 
ıhe authorty mighi demand. take 
and recoxer charges “for services 
performed. facilities provided or 
righis made available”, 

A natural inference ta be drawn 
from thal last provision was that the 
authority could only charge 1hose 
who availed themselves of their 
services, facilities and rights. 

Mr Rumblc was not availing 
himself of the services, facilitics or 
rights.

LORD JUSTICE ACKNER said 
thar Mr Rumble was the lenan1 of a 
ground floor shop in Newquay. 
There was no water. no sink, no 
toilet or drainıag facilites. 

It was a unit of property shown as 
a separale lem in the valuation Hist 
and thus a hereditament within the 
meaning of section 2 of the Water 
Charges Act 1976. 

Above lhe shop was another 
hereditamenı: 1wo iloors of residen- 
hal accommodation wilh toilet and 
washing facilities connected to the 
main sewer. Above was a roof ofl 
which surface water ran and went 
down a down pipe. inlo a gulley and 
then into the authority"s sewer. 

The authorily soughl to charge 
Mr Rumble £196 for water scrvices 
whıch they alleged they provided to 
him. Mr Rumble said that as there 
was no water supply lo {he shop and 
there were no applianccs Inside the 
shop that drained to a sewer, he 
should be ci nothing. 

In Daynrond v South West BH qier 
Aurhority ([1976] AC 609) the 
House of Lords heid 1hat section 30

give power fo water authorities 10 
require payment of scwerage charges 
from thûse whose premises were HOI 
connected to public sewers.
